ANNUAL  REPORT 


work  of  the  Children’s  Country  Week  Associa- 
tion  increases  steadily  as  the  years  go  by.  The 
growing  appreciation  of  this  charity  has  brought  larger 
revenues  to  its  treasury,  and  in  consequence  nearly  one 
thousand  more  children  have  enjoyed  the  country  holiday 
in  1886,  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  total  number  sent  was  three  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  persons  for  visits  averaging  about 
eight  and  one-half  days  each.  Of  these  one  hundred  and 
seventy-six  were  adults.  Two  hundred  and  sixty  persons 
were  sent  on  free  invitations  for  periods  averaging  thir- 
teen days.  Of  these  fifty  were  adults.  Ninety-one  per- 
sons (54  children,  37  adults)  were  sent  to  the  seashore 
for  periods  averaging  nine  days.  Ten  permanent  homes 
were  found  for  children  outside  the  city.  More  than 
twenty  thousand  persons  were  sent  to  the  park,  to  the 
sanitarium  and  the  rivers,  on  excursions  of  a day. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  main  body  of  our  beneficia- 
ries were  entertained  at  our  country  boarding  houses. 
The  character  of  these  houses  cannot  be  too  highly 
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praised.  They  are  all  on  farms  in  most  delightful  local- 
ities, and  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  little 
folks.  They  are  kept  in  constant  supervision  by  a com- 
mittee of  the  Board.  The  food  is  known  to  be  good, 
plentiful  and  wholesome.  The  children  are  usuall}"  greatly 
impressed  with  the  delights  of  air  and  space,  and  instances 
are  known  where,  upon  their  return  home,  they  have 
urged  their  parents  out  of  forlorn  abodes  in  dark,  damp 
courts  and  alleys. 

The  fund  contributed  during  the  year  by  the  generous 
public  for  this  work  amounted  to  $12,403.31,  of  which 
$12,073.30  was  used  during  the  season— the  remaining 
contributions  coming  in  too  late  for  our  children,  who 
must  return  to  the  city  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the 
public  schools  early  in  September. 

The  work  of  1886  had  some  features  of  special 
interest.  Early  in  the  season,  through  the  kind  invita- 
tion of  Senator  Cattell,  three  hundred  and  fifty-two 
children  were  entertained  for  a day  on  the  grounds  of 
his  handsome  country  seat  in  Merchantville,  New  Jerse3^ 
Milk  was  furnished  in  great  abundance  from  the  spring- 
house  on  the  estate,  and  the  holidav^  was  greatly  enjoyed 
by  all. 

In  August  a liberal  minded  gentleman  of  our  city 
devised  a plan  by  which  more  than  fifty  poor  mothers, 
who  could  not  get  awa}^  from  home,  might,  with  their 
little  babies,  have  a day’s  enjoyment  in  Fairmount  Park. 
'•  The  Dairy  ” was  the  spot  selected  for  the  excursion. 
Transportation  and  ample  refreshments  were  provided. 
The  grateful  thanks  of  these  care-worn  mothers  (who 
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came  with  infants  varying  in  age  from  two  weeks  to  two 
years),  no  doubt  amply  repaid  the  generous  donor  of  the 
funds,  as  well  as  those  ladies  who,  by  their  personal 
attendance  and  supervision,  made  the  day  thoroughly 
delightful  to  their  humble  friends. 

Such  experiments  constantly  suggest  to  us  new 
directions  in  which  it  seems  as  if  this  work  might  profita- 
bly be  extended.  Among  these  are,  first,  the  formation 
of  regular  periodical  excursions  of  poor  mothers  with 
their  little  children  to  the  park  or  the  surrounding 
country,  with  a good  meal  furnished  in  the  middle  of  the 
day.  Second,  the  procuring  of  boarding  houses  for  the 
poorer  class  of  self-respecting  working  girls  and  women 
who  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  a country  holiday, 
and  would  like  to  pay  a modest  sum  for  board  in  nice 
farm  houses  in  healthy  localities.  Beside  the  wider  plan 
we  keep  ever  in  view  the  deepening  interchange  between 
city  and  country  dwellers. 

The  testimony  which  comes  to  us  of  happy  results 
in  this  direction  is  constantly  increasing.  Some  of  our 
little  folks  correspond  all  the  year  with  their  rural  enter- 
tainers. Great  hampers  of  country  “goodies”  find  their 
way  into  poverty-stricken  city  homes  at  Christmas.  One 
country  mother,  hearing  that  the  father  of  a little  girl 
whom  she  had  entertained  last  summer  wms  sick,  came  to 
town  bringing  substantial  cheer  and  good  will  into  the 
troubled  household.  As  these  influences  come  in  the 
main  from  those  who  invite  the  children  to  their  homes, 
we  urge  those  already  interested  in  city  children  to 
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induce  their  neighbors  and  friends  to  open  their  hearts 
and  homes  for  the  extension  of  these  friendly  relations. 

To  all  railroad  companies,  and  newspapers,  and  kind 
individual  friends,  who  have  helped  us  do  this  work,  we 
return  thanks.  Their  cordial  co-operation  is  a continual 
God-speed  to  our  labors.  Having  the  incentive  of  their 
approval,  we  look  out  on  the  season  of  1881  with  courage, 
hoping  to  do  more  and  better  work  than  ever  before.

CHARTEE. 


Article  X.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  The 
Children’s  Country  Week  Association. 

Article  II.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation 
is  formed  are:  1st,  To  enable  poor  children  and  poor  in- 
valid adults  of  the  city  to  spend  a part  of  the  warm  months 
in  the  country;  2d,  To  provide  free  excursions  for  the 
poor  of  the  city;  3d,  To  secure  pei'manent  homes  for  the- 
poor  of  the  city. 

Article  III.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Article  IV.  The  Corporation  is  to  endure  perpetually. 

Article  V.  Signing  the  Constitution  and  paying  One 
Dollar  annually  into  the  Treasury  shall  constitute  mem- 
bership. 

Article  YI.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
conducted  by  a President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  twenty-eight  Directors,  who  shall  together 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers. 

The  members  of  the  Corporation  may  at  any  general 
meeting,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
change  the  number  of  Directors  and  authorize  other 
officers. 
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The  OfiBcers  and  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  its  own  body  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Corpora- 
tion.^ 

Article  YII.  The  Officers  and  Directors,  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead,  are,  etc. 

Article  Till.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  regulate  and  conduct  the  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration.

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RULE  II.  Meetings. 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April,  at  3 P.  M.,  at  its  office.  Special  meet- 
ings shall  be  called  by  the  President  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  on  one  week’s  notice  in  writing 
of  the  time  and  place  thereof.  Ten  members  shall  consti- 
tute a quorum  at  any  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the 
Association  on  every  Tuesday,  at  10.30  A.  M.,  from  the 
last  Tuesday  in  June  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber, both  inclusive.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  upon  the  written  request  of  three  Managers, 
and  upon  twenty-four  hours  notice  in  writing  of  the  time 
and  place  thereof. 

RULE  III.  Elections. 

Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  after  open  nominations. 

RL"LB  IT.  Committees. 

There  shall  be  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
as  follows: 

Committee  on  Finance, 

Committee  on  Transportation  and  Free  Excursions, 
Committee  on  Boarding  Houses, 

Committee  on  Office  and  Supplies, 

Committee  on  Publication, 

Committee  on  Forming  Country  Committees. 
Committee  on  Sea  Shore  Work. 

They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
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bers.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairmen,  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  at  every  stated  meeting. 

RULE  V.  Treasurer. 

All  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and 
donations  before  being  used  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
Treasurer,  who  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  both. 
The  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  every  stated  meeting,  and  shall  make  no 
payments  except  upon  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

RULE  VI.  Bills. 

No  bill  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  it  has  been  first 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
No  bill  for  boarding  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  the 
name,  length  of  visit,  and  conduct  of  every  person  for 
whom  a charge  is  made  are  fully  set  forth. 

RULE  YII.  Ward  Committees. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  for  each  ward  in 
which  there  is  work  to  be  done  a committee,  of  which  a 
Manager  shall  be  one  member,  and  the  chairman.  The 
committee  so  appointed,  with  such  members  as  they  may 
add,  shall  constitute  the  Ward  Committee. 

RULE  YIII.  Duties  of  Ward  Committees. 

The  Ward  Committee  shall  see  : that  all  persons  sent  to 
the  country  are  first  examined  by  a physician,  and  by  him 
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pronounced  to  be  free  from  contagious  disease  ; that  no  one 
is  sent  who  is  not  known  by  actual  investigation  to  be  of 
good  character  and  inoffensive  manners,  and  who  is  not  as 
clean  and  neat  as  possible  ; that  every  child  is  provided 
with  a card,  to  be  securely  and  conspicuously  attached  to 
the  child  if  small,  having  on  one  side  the  name  and  address 
of  the  child,  and  on  the  other,  the  name,  address,  and 
railroad  station  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent ; that 
every  child  who  is  not  to  return  in  charge  of  an  escort,  is 
provided  with  a return  ticket ; that  every  child,  or  one  of 
every  family,  is  provided  with  a properly  addressed  postal 
card,  and  is  instructed  to  write  home  as  soon  as  the  des- 
tination is  reached  ; that  every  child,  or  one  of  the  party 
of  children  going  to  the  same  place,  is  provided  ^with  a 
properly  addressed  postal  card,  and  is  instructed  to  im- 
mediately announce  to  the  Association,  its  or  the  party’s 
arrival  at  the  destination  ; and  that  all  children  sent  out 
by  them  are  met  at  the  railroad  stations  on  their  return  to 
the  city  and  sent  to  their  respective  homes.  They  shall 
also  report  Jo  the  office  the  time  of  the  departure  and  re- 
turn of  all  children  sent  on  invitation  ; and  such  facts  in 
reference  to  the  visits  as  it  may  seem  advisable  to  record 
for  future  reference. 

RULE  IX.  Lists. 

The  chairmen  of  the  Ward  Committees  shall  be  furnished 
from  the  office  of  the  Association  with  lists  of  the  names 
of  persons  who  are  to  go  from  their  respective  wards,  at 
least  one  week  before  such  persons  are  to  go.  These  lists 
shall  set  forth  the  name,  post-office,  and  railroad  station 
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of  the  person  to  whom  they  are  to  go,  together  with  the 
day,  hour,  and  place  of  starting,  and  the  time  of  return. 
There  shall  be  no  deviation  from  these  lists,  except  where 
a person  named  cannot  go,  in  which  case  another  of  the 
same  sex  and  age  may  be  substituted.  The  lists,  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  substitutes,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  office  immediately  after  the  departure  of  those  sent. 

RULE  X.  Atplications. 

Every  application  must  be  made  at,  or  sent  in  writing 
to  the  office  of  the  Association  ; and  must  give  name, 
residence,  age,  and  time  the  applicant  can  go,  together  with 
any  particulars  that  may  be  of  assistance  in  disposing  of 
the  applications  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

RULE  XL  Amend.ments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Managers  present  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Board, 
notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  offer  such  amend- 
ment having  been  given  at  a stated  meeting  at  least  one 
week  previous  ; or  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present 
at  any  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  upon  one 
week’s  written  notice. 


RULES  FOR  BOARDING-HOUSE 
V KEEPERS. 


] . All  boarders  are  to  be  met  at  the  station  on  their  ar- 
rival and  taken  to  the  station  on  their  return. 

2.  Every  child,  or  one  of  every  family  of  children,  -will 
be  provided  with  a postal  card,  already  addressed,  upon 
which  to  report  home  its  arrival,  and  the  hostess  is  re- 
quested to  see  that  this  is  posted  as  early  as  possible. 
The  tags  should  be  taken  care  of  and  securely  re-attached 
to  the  children  upon  their  return. 

3.  Boarders  are  not  to  remain  more  than  one  week 
without  a written  order  from  the  office,  e.vcept  where  in- 
vited by  the  hostess  to  remain  longer  free  of  charge, 

4.  In  case  of  accident,  misconduct,  or  for  other  sufficient 
cause,  guests  may  be  sent  home  before  the  expiration  of 
the  week,  provided  notice  in  writing  of  the  day  and  hour 
of  their  arrival  in  the  city  is  delivered  at  the  office  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  the  arrival. 

5.  No  work  is  to  be  demanded  of  the  boarders  except 
that  the  girls  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  but  the  hostess 
is  requested  to  encourage  those  who  occasionally  volunteer 
light  help. 
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6.  It  is  expected  that  fresh  meat  will  be  provided  at 
least  ouce  a day,  and  that  fresh  milk  for  drinking  will 
be  provided  twice  a day.  Children  should  be  encouraged 
to  drink  milk  rather  than  tea  or  coffee. 

I.  All  boarding  house  keepers  are  expected  to  furnish 
some  entertainment  for  the  children. 

8.  Children  must  be  provided  with  comfortable  beds 
and  bedsteads,  and  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  on  the  floor. 

9.  If  any  person  of  either  sex  express  a desire  to  live  in 
tne  country,  and  shows  an  aptitude  for  farm  or  house 
work,  the  fact  should  be  reported  at  the  office  at  once. 

10.  At  the  close  of  each  season  the  contract  with  each 
house  ends.  If  renewal  is  desired,  application  must  be 
made  as  early  as  the  third  week  in  April. 

II.  Blanks  for  boarding  bills  are  furnished  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, ruled  for  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  conduct, 
etc,,  and  bills  will  not  be  paid  until  properly  made  out. 

e especially  desire  a careful  report  in  words  of  the  con- 
duct of  everv  guest. 


RULES  FOR  COUNTRY  BOARDERS. 


1.  All  guests  are  to  obey  the  lady  of  the  house. 

2.  .Girls  are  to  make  their  ou^n  beds  and  keep  their 
rooms  in  order. 

3.  Guests  must  provide  their  own  combs  and  brushes, 
pins,  sewing  materials,  etc. 

4.  No  washing  or  ironing  is  to  be  expected  of  the  host- 
ess, nor  can  any  be  done  by  the  guests  without  her  consent. 

5.  Guests  will  not  be  taken  to  church  except  as  a favor, 
and  at  the  convenience  of  the  hostess. 

3.  The  length  of  visit  is  one  week,  but  guests  may  be 
sent  home  at  any  time  for  misconduct. 

7.  Good  conduct  will  be  especiallj"  reported  and  record- 
ed for  reference  the  next  year.
